It belongs to the milk weed
family of plants and derives its name
from the sllky contents of Its seed
pods. It Is excellent for the wrnndu'
and Is umed to cover many famous old

STUDIES OLD TURQUOISE MINES.
Prof. Petrie Carrying On Work of
Great Intcrest.

The goddess of turquolse and the
turquolse mines in old Arabla are the
things. Prof. Peirle, the BEnglish
archaeologist, has been studying. As
u member of a sclentific exploring
party he spent several months among
the mountain ranges of the Sinal dis-
trict of old Arabla, on a stretch of
level ground some 2,300 feet above sea
lavel. There they pitched thelr tents,

1nceompunlml by thirty workmen and

the native chlef of the district. At
the top levels was the sandstone In
which were caverns worked by parties
of anclent Egyptinns for turguolse,
Some tablets still remalning showed
that those parties were carefully se-
lected and carried on thelr labors
systematically. Here, In this desert
reglon, to which suppliea of food and
water had to be brought from a long
distance, the men mined In companies
of 500 or 600, The usual time for the
search was from December to March.
One expedition had conveyed to it

| dally something like five tons of food.

The caverns themselves were exam-
ples of patient Industry, The famous
temple of the goddess of turquolse to
whom the workers did homapre, was
260 feet long and contalned a range
of chambers or courts, From one of
the tablets it appeared that a certain
expedition went out of the recognized
season. But lts labors were success-
ful and were therefore duly acknowl-
edged with great gratitude to the pat-
ron goddess. Of the anclent insorip-
tlons 250 have been copled. They have
an important béaring on the age of the
turquoise expeditions, long before the
birth of Christ, as well as on the Se-
mitie form of worship In vogue before
the establishment of Judalsm.
